culturists, w ith the extension service 


of tho S ta te A picultural College. 
Mr. 


H ays says too great care cannot ho 


exercised in selecting the m aterials to 


he used. 
Hr* says : 
“T h ere arc no ‘cure alls’ to lie used 
in spraying. 
A m aterial that eau he 
applied to kill i n s e c t s will 
probably 
have little or no value in the control 
of fungus diseases. T he right m aterial 
m ust he applied at the right tim e in 
order to show any results 
from 
the 
spraying operation, 
If tin* wrong m a ­ 
terial is applied, it may not only have 
no value in tho control of the sjiecific 
post mentioned, hut if may seriously 
injure the tree to which ii is applied. 
lf the proper m aterial is used you can 
exiled positive results. 
“T h e following arc the more common 
insecticides and fungicides 
th at 
are 
used in the control of the insis ts and 
diseases of fruits. 


“ B ordeaux M ixture—B ordeaux m ix­ 
ture is the original fungicide. 
It does 
not have an insecticidal value, 
it is 
used in tile control of the grape dis­ 
eases. apple and p ear diseases, and

added for the control of insects that 
attack these fruits.

and he of some value in tile control of 
scabs aud blotches in rite w inter forms. 
It can also be used as a sum m er spray 
for apples and pears, hut never as a 


sum m er spray for stone fruits. 


Must Not Stand Over Night. 


“Self-Boiled 
Lime 
S u lp h u r — The 


preparation, as the name implies. is a 


m ix tu re of lime and sulphur and is 


prepared by boiling only with the heat 


that is secured by tho slacking of the 
stone or rock lime. 
Tills m aterial must 
lie m ade in tile orchard at tile time ii 
is to he applied. 
It should never lie 
allowed to stand over night before be­ 
ing used. 
'I'his is a m aterial for the 
control of scab and brown rot. which 
are the diseases tim I eft use injury to 
the stone fru its a fte r they are formed. 
“A isen ate^!' Load 
A rsenate of lead 
is a stan d ard insecticide for the control 
of chewing insects that attack fruits 
and vegetables. 
T his must be applied 
at tin* proper tim e for rile control of 
tho specific insert* for which it is a p ­ 
plied. This is used in combination wit I* 
any of the fungicides given above and 
may Iii' used without 
injury to the 
plants to which it is applied. 
This is 
attain ab le either in a powder or paste 
form. 
W hen used as a paste twice as 
much m ust he used as when used us a 
powder.
